J. E. Carlson, county chairman; 

J. M. McKay, chairman of the 
school committee; and C, W. Loose 
chairman of the public works com¬ 
mittee. presented their reports for 
the year 1953 and these reports 
are printed in this issue for the 
information of, ratepayers unable 
to attend the meeting. 

In his report, Mr. Carlson said 
that public works expenditure dur 
ing 1953 was $363,000, more than 
double the $175,000 spent in 1951, 
and school costs had risen bo $373,- 
000 as compared to $279,000 in 
1951. Tax collections during the 
year amounted to $491,622, with''

A drunken driver loses the protection of his insur¬ 
ance both as regards his liability fqr damage he may 
do to the persons or property of others and also as re¬ 
gards collision damage to hi3 own car, The Financial 
Post notes. 

, Under the absolute liability clauses of the auto¬ 
mobile insurance acts in force in all provinces except 
Quebec, the company, insuring a drunk driver must 
stil pay, up to the minimum limits of bodily injury and 
property damage $5,000 for injury to one person, 
$10,000 for one accident, and $1,000 property damage. 

But while the insurance company fnust pay these 
limited damages to an injured party getting judge¬ 
ment against its policyholders, it has the right to re¬ 
cover the money from the policyholder on whose be¬ 
half it paid it out. ^

Many Changes in 40 Years 

Hotel Power Plant Supplied 
First Electricity For Vulcan 


This special rural electrification 
edition- of the Advocate, marking 
the growth of rural electrification 
throughout this part of the pro¬ 
vince, emphasizes—particularly in 
the mihds of oldtimers of the dist¬ 
rict—the terrific advances made in 
the field of electrical service dur¬ 
ing the past 40 years. 

In the years when this- part of 
the province was being settled 
<1904 to 1912) electricity was 
something associated with the cit¬ 
ies or with other, earlier establish¬ 
ed towns. The first electric plant 
in Vulcan was set up by the late 
Albert Mutz to serve the hotel 
v.-hich he had moved to Vulcan 
from Frank, Alberta. Paul Wit- 
tock was the engineer and the 
plant was, at f’rst, operated for 
only a few hours each day. 

The demand for electricity was 
as evident then as it is today and 
gradually, lines were strung from 
the power house behind the hotel 
to‘ various businesses on main, 
street. As the town grew, so did 
the power plant ‘xtend its service, 
with homos being included on the 
service as the capacity of the plant 
was stepped up to meet the de¬ 
mand. 

The plant continued to generate 
its own power with steam until 
1927, when it started to purchase 
bulk power front Calgary Power, 
although still maintaining owner¬ 
ship of the distribution system By 
this time it was on its own as a 
company, with Paul Wittock as 
manager, and was supplying power 
to the entire town. Calgary Pow¬ 
er by now was also supplying el¬ 
ectricity to .the other towns on 


RURAL INSPECTION 

S. A. B. Kembry 
Chief Elecrical Inspector 

The tremendous increase in rur¬ 
al electrification has resulted in a 
proportionately greater demand 
for Government Electrical Inspect¬ 
ion Services, which are provided 
by the Electrical Branch of the 
Department of Industries anl la¬ 
bour. 

All electrical work in the Pro¬ 
vince must be covered by a permit 
obtained from the above Branch, 
and it is by this means that a re¬ 
cord is maintained of such work 
The ideal, as far as inspections are 
concerned, would be to have each 
installation inspee'ed, and any nec. 
essary correc'ions made, before 
the connection of the installations 
to the power lines. This has been 
f.iund to be a physical impossibil¬ 
ity in rural areas but all installat¬ 
ions will eventually be inspected 
and. where necessary, recommend¬ 
ations made to ensure that they 
are reasonably free from fire or 
shock hazards. 

The growth of rutal electrificat 
ion brought with it many prob¬ 
lems in connection with electrical 
installations on farms. In recogni¬ 
tion of this, rural wiring regulat¬ 
ions were adopted at the beginning 
of the rural electrification expan¬ 
sion program. These regulations 
outline in detail the requirements 
which must be met by electrical 
work in such locations, taking into 
account the varying conditions 
which occur in farm buildings at

of existing low-voltage installat¬

These am m >n who are con¬ 
sidered to be sufficiently qualified 
to make electrical repairs and in¬ 
stallations In rural areas, but who 
have had insufficient training and 
experience to allow them to obtain 
a regular Electrician's license. In 
most cases, a man licensed as a 
Rural YViremnn w,ould be a resi¬ 
lient of the area in w hich ht* is 
permitted to work and it is ho|>ed 
by this means to do murh towards 
compensating for the lack of fully 
uualificd electricians who are able 
to economically serve some of the 
more isolated areas.

speaker system shoul add to the 
comfort of all. 

It is fitting, Mr. Chairman, thgt 
we should hold our annual rate¬ 
payers’ meeting our own building. 
We are proud of the new schools 
which have been built within the 
past two years. You are all famil¬ 
iar with what has been done at 
Carmangay, Champion, Milo, and 
now Vulcan. I might just take 
time here to give you some figures 
respecting the building program. 

The cost of the four schools, 
completely furnished, was $800,- 
000.00. We obtained the Provincial 
Government building grant of 25 
pircent or $200,000.00. The balance 
was financed through the sale of 
debentures, $186,250.00 at 3 Vi %, 
$247,50.00 at 4%.% and $125,000.00 
at 5%. 

Our total debenture debt (prin¬ 
cipal only) is shownjin page 14 of 
the statement and amounts to 
$629,307.00. The debenture debt on 
the formation of the County was 
$103,158.22 at December 31, 1951. 

Debenture redemption in 1954 
will be $58,011.61 (not counting 
the amount we will inherit for the 
Lomond School). (This is an in¬ 
crease of $46,000 00 over the de¬ 
benture redemption in 1952, or 3,3 
mills on your assessment. Total 
mill rate for debenture redemption 
in 1954 will be 4.5 mills. 

In addition to borrowing, we us. 
ed approximately $45,000.00 from 
revenue last year (1953) to com¬ 
plete and equip the new schools. 

You will note from the auditor’s 
statement, Mr. Chairman, that the 
County had a big year in 1953. 
The statements of revenue and ex 
penditures on page 4 and 5 shows 
that the sum of $1,009,110.80 was 
expended-for all purposes. 

1953 expenditures were fairly 
well, in line with 1951 and 1952 
amounts with the exception of 
Public Works, School, Capital and 
llebt Charges. 

General government, or admin¬ 
istration costs have remained prac 
tically the same for the three 
years at $32,000.00. Protection to 
Persons and Property in 1951 was 
gs.000.00, in 1952, $6,000.00 and in 
1!‘53. $9,000.00 Our service Board 
last year spent $7,800.00, of which 
$1,800.00 is received in grants from 
the Government. Health 'and Social 
Welfare has been slightly reduced 
owing to relief grant increases 
Hospital requisitions have been 
substantially the same. 

Public Works expenditures in 
1953 were $363 000.00, or slightly 
more than double the amount of

his report will give you the details 
of our 1953 Public Work^ program. 

School costs in 1953 were,$373,- 
00O0.U0 as against $279,000.00 in 
1951, both figures are exclusive of 
debenture redemption and capital 
payments from revenue. Mr. Mc¬ 
Kay. in his report, will give you 
“the details of these expenditures. 

Our revenue fund surplus ac¬ 
count has been reduced from $174,- 
173.81 as it January 1st, 1953, to 
$18,436 13 at Decenftber 31st, 1953, 
which amounts to approximately 
$156,000.00. 

The Council in making its 1953 
budget planned to use $130,000.00 
of previous surplus to provide 
funds.for a larger program of pub 
lie works, finishing the schools, and 
to provide for much needed road 
machinery. The 1953 deficit of ap¬ 
proximately $20,000.00 and surplus 
adjustments make up the differ¬ 
ence. 

We took advantage of the long 
season last fall and kept our ma¬ 
chines working to accomplish as 
much as possible with the result 
that the public works expenditures 
were some $15,00-1.00 higher than 
anticipated. j~ 

Government grants, exclusive of 
the school building grant, amount¬ 
ed to $247,000.00, or 28.7% of the 
revenue or 25.2%i oi the expend¬ 
itures. 

Tax collecT ions amounted to 
$491,622.52 <net). Our ratepayeis 
are keeping taxes paid and are to 
be congratulated on the small 
amount of $79,790.60 owing on the 
total c^ue of $601,049.26. 

As we look forward to the year 
1954, we realize that all expend¬ 
itures must come from current 
revenue. It will not be possible to 
maintain our present level of pub¬ 
lic works expenditures. 

We hope, however, that with the 
curtailing of capital expenditures 
and a reduced amount of new 
"road construction, we can maintain 
cur present, tax rate for 1854. 
There should be no curtailing of 
the majntenapce work such as cul¬ 
vert work, repairing washouts and 
motor grader operation. 

As you all know, the County, 
area has been enlarged effective 
January 1st. 1954. The map of the 
new area is p Kptc d oh the back of 
the financial statefhent. The now 
area comprlsis approximately 56 
townships with a population of 
5.100. The added area increases our. 
assessment by lightly over 2 mil¬ 
lion. Total assessment now is 12 
millfon for Municipal and 14'j 
million for ^school. The Council has 
been increased from nine to eleven 
members The two new Councillors 
will represent the new area. 

The members of the Council 
have been enthusiastic and keenly 
interested in the work. We have 
had a fine spirit of co-operation 
among the Committees and I wish 
to thank them for their support.

, _SCHOOLS REPORT 
J. M. McKay 

We have reached the end of an¬ 
other year of school operation un¬ 
der the County administration. As 
Chairman of the School Commit¬ 
tee, l am happy to report that the 
sihools appear to be running 
smoothly. 

We still have our three major 
school- problems increasing school 
population, teacher shortage, anil 
the need fjr extended van service. 
These things add up to'increased 
cost of school operation. 

As Mr. Carlson stated In his re¬ 
port, our schopl operation costs in 
1553 were $373,566.77. The costs in 
1951 were $279,712.15. These fig¬ 
ures are exclusive of debenture re¬ 
demption payments or amounts 
spent on capital account The in¬ 
crease is approximately $95 000.90. 
This increase, together with $46.

been on the financial aspect and 
school costs. We must not lose y 
sight' of the fact that our schools '• 
are operating very well with a. 
staff of teachers who are interest¬ 
ed in their voedtion and doing a 
good job. 

i’i he vans are, 1 think, operating 
efficiently and there appears to be 
no’ problems Pupils are being well 
looked after.. 

It was necessary to close the En¬ 
sign school owing to the sudden re 
signal ion of the teacher a few 
days after school opened last Sep- t 
tember. We were unable to obtain 
a teacher and accordingly, trans¬ 
ported the children to Brant. This 
arrangement has worked out quite 
satisfactorily. 

The County received a very 
generous legacy from the Estate of 
Uie late Andrew Haworth, in the 
sum of $10,000, to be invested in 
Government Bonds' to form a fund 
graduating with tne highest maiks 
to pay a scholarship to the pupil 
from the Carmangay High School 
each year. The money lias been 
invested in Dominion of Canada 
Perpetual Bonds to yield 3.6 per¬ 
cent. The yearly amount will be 
$360.00 which will be the means ol 
encouraging a greater number of 
students to complete their school 
work. 

bast year, we held official open¬ 
ings in Milo, Champion and Car- 
manigay and two weeks ago here 
in V ulcan. These meetings were 
very well attended, which shows 
that the people are interested in’ 
the schools. I wish to thank all 
those who took part in these meeti 
ings. 

I wish also to acknowledge our 
thanks and appreciation , of the 
services rendered by our Inspector 
Mr. A. L Schrag. Andy is here to¬ 
day and will, I am sure, be glad to 
answer any questions and provide 
any general information desired. 

In regard to the territory which 
has been added to the County, I 
may say that present policies in ef¬ 
fect will be continued until the 
end of the school term in June. 

Any changes after that date will 
be carefully considered and we will 
have the councillors from the new 
areas to assist in the administrat¬ 
ion.

The public works expenditures in 
1953 were $421,2b6 08. Our budget 
was for $406,322.35. We spent 
about $15,000.00 more than we had 
expected to. This was because we 
look advantage of the good wea¬ 
ther last fall and kept the ma¬ 
chines going longer than usual. 

We had a tango program of road 
work last year and we spent a lot 
of money. I believe it was well 
spent and that we got good value 
and a lot of work done. 

Our road grant was $69,608 00, 
which we earned on the 75-25 bas¬ 
is. 

The best way to account for the 
money spent is to'give you the fi¬ 
gures showing the value of the 
work done at government grant 
rental rates. 

1. Six Motor Graders worked a 
total of 9,753 hours, amount to 
$57,100.00 at rental rates. They 
maintained 9,603 miles of road anil 
back sloped approximately 150 
miles. 

2. Elevated 42 miles of road at 
$1,000 per mile, or $42,500. 6 miles 
was done .n Councillor Haga’s div 
Islon, 3 mHes in my division, 10 
miles in Councillor McNiven's div¬ 
ision. one mile in M. Willard’s div¬ 
ision, 19 miles in the Armada area 
ut Councillor Doilz’ division and 

miles in Councillor Smith's 
division. 

3. We did 20 miles of heavy road 
trim with blades at $350 per mile, 
amounting to $7,000.

During the same period, school 
giants increased from $72,858.00 in 
1951 to $90,973.00 in 1953, or S 18 ,- 
OOJOOO. This means that vJhe 
school mill rate was raised to pro¬ 
vide for the extra $123,000.00/ or 
an increase of 1 mills over the 195l 
rale for schools.

Teachers salaries in 1951 were

ing up the school libraries, and 
text book rental scheme, which.

Piant operation and maitcnance 
has increased from $38,435.00 in 
1951 to $44,373.00 in’ 1953. This in¬ 
crease is more or less a natural 
one as the three new schools in 
operation have added to the cost. 
Included in this item is the in- 
ctense of approximately $4,000.00 
iti Janitor's salaries. 

Van and transportation costs in 
1951 were $93,000 iK), in 1953, $126,- 
000.00, an increase of $33.000 00. 

School (Mipulalion increased 
fmni 1.221 students in 1951 to 1,328 
Ir 1953. Complete figures as to en 
lolment in the various schools and 
other reports are shown on pages 
18 and 19 of the financial state¬ 
ment.

From the nine sn^all 
areas served at that time, Alberta 
Farm Electrification has expanded 
until today it reaches from the Inter¬ 
national Boundary to a hundred miles 
north of Edmonton, and from the Sas¬ 
katchewan border to the timber fringes 
west of Rocky Mountain House. In 
addition, several areas in the Peace 
River District are also electrified. 
The two maps on the right give you a 
graphic comparison. As indicated, 
many of the gaps are being rapidly 
filled in.

Sinca 1947, some 300 Rural Electrification Associations have received charters 
under the Co-operative Associations Act. Through these associations, farmers 
unit# to further their plans for rural electrification. When the association has 
raised 50% of the estimated line costs, the other 50% can be borrowed under 
the Co-operative Marketing Associations Guarantee Act. Under this act, more 
than $14,000,000 worth of association lines have been built. More than 
$6,000,000 of this amount was borrowed under the guarantee of fhe Provincial 
Treasurer. The Rural Electrification Revolving Fund Act, passed on April 2, 
1953, enables associations to borrow from a fund of $10,000,000, provided 
the association has raised 15% of the total estimated cost of the line, or at 
least $150 per member. The Co-operative Activities Branch of fhe Department 
of Industries and Labor arranges 4hese loans which are repayable within 10 
years at the simple interest rate of 3'/}% per annum.

Your Alberta Power Commission is charged with the responsibility of seeing 
that the construction of power lines is done at cost; that powtr is delivered to 
farmers at cost; and that the Power Companies do their accounting for them 
in the proper manner. The Power Commission insists that the principles of area 
coverage be carried out. Lines must be designed to permit extension to {arms 
located beyond the immediate coverage area. Then, year by year, lines can 
be expanded until even the most remote farm home is serviced with electricity. 
In 1953, power was brought to 6,126 farms, to bring the total of farm homes 
electrified to 24,181. Construction of farm lines made it possible for 3,496 
other rural consumers to obtain electricity. The Power Commission hopes to 
continue the spread of'farm electrification to 5,000 farms per year. At this 
rate, some 67.000 of AlbertaS. 84,000 farm homes will be serviced with 
electrical power by I960.

Before that time, no Province¬ 
wide plan of farm electrification 
had been undertaken. However, 
several small electrical co-opera¬ 
tives had been formed to bring 
power to farms in the Edmonton 
area. 11 he oldest of these groups is 
the Namao Co-operative Limited 
which has over 60 members. 

In 1947 there were but seven 
R.E.A.'s incorporated; 1948 saw 33 
new associations formed; In 1949, 
there^.41; 1950 there were 36; In 
1951 there were 44; 1952 there 

were 55; In 1953 there were 74. 

These three hundred R.E.A.'s 
have brought the benefits of elect¬ 
ric power to some 22,000 of their 
members with hi ore being added 
daily. „ j 

— To assist R E.A.'s in the financ¬ 
ing of \heir lines, the Co-operative 
Marketing Associations Guarantee 
Act was amended to allow R.E.A.'s 
to borrow rdori^y under the guar¬ 
antee of thevfrovincial Treasurer. 
'1 he first such loan was granted 
May 27, 1918. Since that time, 195 
associations have built almost fif¬ 
teen and a half million dollars 
worth of lines and have borrowed 
under guarantee almost six and a 
half million dollars. - 

The guarantee referred to above 
has proved a very popular method 
ot assisting the financing of R.E. 
A lines, but the policy laid down 
in this regard required that at 
least 50 percent of the estimated 
cost be raised in cash by the as¬ 
sociation. 

In 1952, it was felt that lines 
were being planned in areas -in 
which it would present too great a 
hardship for the R.E.A.’s to raise 
50 percent of the estimated cost. 
Thus, after a great deal of study, 
relative to the best method of giv¬ 
ing increased financial assistance, 
the Rural Electrification Revolv¬ 
ing Fund Act was assented to oh 
April 2nd, 1953. Some evidence of 
The favour which this legislation 
has found may be seen when it is 
considered that the first advance 
was made June 1, 1953 and at De¬ 
cember 31st, 1953, oyer-four mil¬ 
lion dollars had been borrowed 
from the Fund.

Alberta Union of R.E. 
Associations Active 

Mr. Clyde Stauffer. President of 
the Alberta Union of Rural Elect¬ 
rification Associations has this tx> 
say about the activities of the 
Union: 

“Ih 1919 when rural electrlficat. 
ion in Alberta was very much in 
its infancy a number of local R.E. 
A's began to see the need of a 
central organization. After several 
in:nths of corresponding back and 
forth (in 1950) the present Alber¬ 
ta Union of Rural Electrification 
Associations was set up. It consists 
of President, Vice-President and 
five Directors, spaced to represent 
all sections of the province of Al¬ 
berta. 

While many feel this central 
body was several years late in its 
organization, too late to give the 
farmer user any part in the word¬ 
ing or drawing up of consumer 
and master contracts, yet this un¬ 
ion has a job to do.
